REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant claims 
are novel and unobvious over the prior art of record. The prior art does not teaches a process 
wherein a metal organyl compound of the formula XR m is reacted with a partially or completely 
fluorinated alcohol to produce an alkoxy compound of the formula X(OR F ) m and reacting said 
alkoxy compound with a fluoride salt of the formula M y Y z to form a salt of a weakly coordinating 
anion having the formula (1 ), (2) or (3) according to claim 1 . Further, the compounds of claims 
14-16, 18 and 19 are novel and unobvious over the prior art.
